the Golden Gate Park. It is magnifl- 
ment in extent. containing 103 acres, 
and it is becoming every year more 
popular as a point for rest and recrea- 
tion. 
A great public park is one of the 
most valuable belongings of the large 
city. Itis the heritage of the people, 
the property of rich and poor alike. 

The Old World has been wiser than 
the New inthe matter of park appro- 
priations and improvements. There 
is no feature of foreign cities 
more attractive to the American 
traveler than their garden-like parks. 
Horticultural science and the landscape 
gardener have exhausted their skill in 
perfecting their beauty. And it is 
money well spent. It affords more 
enjoyment to the masses than could be 
given them in any other way. It 1s to 
be doubted if any one improvement 
that Los Angeles has made affords as 
much genuine satisfaction to all 
classes of her people as that ex- 
pended upon her Sixth-street Park.

A Prominent Young Man Takes 
Morphine.

The Railway Strikers Losing 
Their Grip. 


The St. Paul Men Ask to Be Taken 
Back to Work. 


The Trouble on the Michigan Central 
Qaickly Ended. 


Indications that the Ft. Wayne Tie- uy Will Be 
Speedily Settled—Barlington’s Reply te

Cuica@o, April 3.—[By the Associated 
Press | The Burlington officials announced 
this afternoon that the delivery of cars to 
a large number of roads would be attempted 
tomorrow, and the final struggle in the 
great strike will probably then take place. 
No attempt was wade by the company to do 
business to-day, the plea being that the po- 
lice were needed at the polls throughout the 
city where the municipal election was in 
progress. An inkling of how the Burling- 
ton’s “general advance” may be met to- 
morrow in some quarters lies in the fact 
that in order to reach the Grove-street yards 
connections are made with at least six 
other roads. The Q has to pass over thie 
section of the Alton tracks where they were 
so vigorously obstructed yesterday. The 
switches of the Rock Island yards are 
locked so that no Burlington cars can be 
run in. 

Officials of the St. Paul road today dis- 
covered that the switches connecting the 
Northwestern tracks at Western avenue, 
were spiked. The St. Paul people say that 
the North western folks 1— think this 
the safest way te avoid trouble, as the 
spiking of the switches preciudes the i- 
bility of any — being tende the 
Northwestern and St. Paul. They hold 
that the spiking was done at the ixsti 
tion of the Northwestern officials. a 

The unconditional surrender of the 


Michigan Central strikers today was due to

The Tariff Bill. 


The report of the minority of the 
Ways and Means Committee on the

A Well-known Runner Slashes His 
Windpipe. 

Sometime between the hours of 8 and 11 
o’clock last night Frank Thompson, the 
well-known sprinter, attempted suicide by 
cutting his throat, at a room in the lodging- 
house at No. 23 North Fort street. A deep 
gash was made by the knife, but it is 
thought he will recover. ‘lhe circumstances 
are these:

When he 
did return, the door of his room was locked. 
He went around to a side window and 
looked in, and saw Thompson lying on the 
floor, covered with blood. e gave the 
alarm, and the door was broken in. 

Thompson was lying on the floor with 
his coat and vest off, and the room was 

reatly in disorder. J Blood was flowing 

rom a gash in his throat, and had colored 
his shirt and the carpet a horrible red. A 
bloody wash-bowl, broken into several 
ieces, lay at his head, On the floor near 

im lay a common pocket-knife, covered 
with blood, and close to the knife was the 
pistol, loaded all around, 

Word was sent to the police and Dr, 
Wright was called. An examination 
of the wound showed that several blood 
vessels had been severed. but that it was 
not necessarily fatal. The ambulanee was 
summoned, and the wounded man was 
taken to the County Hospital. 

It is thought that Thompson was under 
the influence of opium yesterday, and com- 
mitted the deed last night during a moment 
of depression. That is the only cause 
ascribed. If he wrote the letter mentioned 
it could not be found last night. 

Thompson was pretty weil known in the 
eity, having run a race with Bethune some 
time since. He came here from Kansas. 

While crossing the * bridge, on 
the way to the hospital, Thompson breathed 
his last. The only expression he made on 
his act was, “I wish I hadn’t done it,” 
which he said as he was being put in the 
ambulance.

DASHED tO DEATH. 


A Wreck at San Fernando—Two Men 
Killed and six Wounded. 

About 10 o’clock last nignt a rumor was 
circulated in this city that a collision had 
occurred near San Fernando, and that 12 
persons had been killed and many wounded 
Upon investigation, this first report was 
found to be grossly exaggerated, and it was 
learned that freight train No. 24 and a con- 
struction train had collided one mile south 
of th: San Fernando tunnel on the South- 
ern Pacific road, and six miles from the 
railruad station of San Fernando. The 
wreck is believed to have occurred on the 
mountaln-side, where the grade is 116 feet 
to the mile. 

It appears from the — reports that 
could be gleaned of the accident last night 
that the freight and construction trains 
came together “head on” and on a single 
track, and that the head engine of the two 
engines on the freig t train and the con- 
struction train engine and six empty cars 
were smashed, and Engineer Westerficid 
and Fireman Brooks killed, and five or six 
laborers injured. How severely these latter 
were hurt, or whetber they were white or 
Chinese, was not known here. Westerfield 
was a married man and resided in this city, 
but. Brooks’ residence is not known. 

The wreck occ.irred about 6:45 p.m., and 
the cause is not known, nor who 18 to 
blame forthe accident. A wrecking train 
was dispatched from this city by the offi- 
cers and the company's doctors sent for- 
ward to attend to the wounded, and the 
Coroner notified. 

The accident occurred in a lonely locality 
about 24 miles from this city, and no an- 
swer could be obtained to a dispatch sent to 
San Ferpando last night.
